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How 
many people in the United 
States < h» -w gum? 
No accurate gov­ 
ernmental statistics being available, a 
onservate estimate may place the 
numlM-r at 10,000,000, dividing them 
into two classes, the inveterate or 
habitual chewers and the occasional 
chew era. 
Under the latter class may 
be placed school children, who are 
not permitted to chew during study 
hours. 
According to the census of 1910 
there were in the United States 27.- 
750,599 persons between the ages of 
6 and 20 years in the 48 states and 
the District of Columbia. 
Of this 
number 17,300,204 attended school, at 
least occasionally, and may be classed 
as 
potentially 
occasional 
chewers, 
leaving a balance 
< f 
10,450,395 
as 
potentially inveterate chewers of-gum. 
all under the aae of 20 years. 
Of 
course, all of thh.se may not have been 
gum-chewers; equally of course, in- 
veterate gum hewers can not b»* con­ 
fined to persons under the age of 2". 
These figures may*be taken, however, 
to » how* that the estimate of K>,000,000 
inveterate chewers is very conserva 
tive. 
The latest statistics published by! 
the Department of Commerce show 
that during the calendar year 1913 
the United States imported 13,401,316! 
pounds of chi* kle, valued at $5.119. 
Sou. 
Now th» * word "ehiokle” t*o most 
people in this country might be Greek 
but it isn’t. 
According to the pam­ 
phlet on Mexb ' 0 r» *« *ently issued by 
tin* Pan American Union at XXashing- 
ton. I>. c . the word “chickle” is of 
Aztec origin, and is the name given 
to the sap of the sapote tree, botan- 
nically known as the Sapota Zapotilli 
It is this sap which is the basis of 
practically all tin* chewing gum used 
in the United States. 
The Aztecs of Mexico ate said to 
have 
been 
the 
first 
gum-chewers 
known on this, or for that matter any 
other, continent. 
The followers of 
Cortez 
n ported 
that 
the 
Indians 
chewed a gum to quench thirst ami 
ndieve exhaustion. 
They obtained it 
from the sapote tree by tapping, and 
today the manner of gathering sap is 
in close analogy to the process of 
gathering of maple sugar in 
New 
England. 
The tree is indiguous to 
th» * 
northern 
countries 
of 
South 
Xmer. a Central America, and espec­ 
ially in Mexico, the last named fur­ 
nishing 
about 
six-sev entl.s 
of 
the 
» *nt in* supply consumed annually 
in 
ttie United Slates. 
The sapote tree is usually found in 
groups, frequently grows to height of 


4 o 
to 
5o 
feet, 
is 
generally 
very 
straight, and lias a long, clear length 
which makes ii most desirable for 
timber. 
The wood is of a reddish 
jmahogny color, is quite hard, heavy, 
: compact in texture, and tine grained. 
'Door sill and frames of this remark­ 
able wood have l» een unearthed in the 
jprehistori« ruins of I’xmal and found 
¡to be in an ex client 
state of preser­ 
vation 
'Ifie wood is in demand today 
by cabinetmakers, who employ it in 
the manufa ture of high grad» * furni­ 
ture and house.mid iitting:- 
,The fruit, the sapodillt pear, 
was 
once very popular in Lit in American 
markets, but the constant demand for 
the gum and th»• constant tapping s. 
redu>ed the siz<* and quantity of the 
fruit 
that 
it has he-time almost 
a 
negligible product. 
Throughout the rainy season, while 
the sap is up. lb« * tapping is done by 
the 
"chieleros". 
whose 
only 
imple-j 
ments are a machete and a piece of 
rope. 
The rope is fastened about the' 
waist and slipp» *d around a tree. l» *av j 
ing the cliiclero’s hands free to make, 
t tie X’ shape» ! incisions spirally 
alii 
around the free. 
The sap runs along! 
the in' isions and is collected in cups 
at th« * has« *. 
It looks like milk at 
first but* soon turns to a yellowish 
color and thickens to th** consistency 
of treacle. 
It is collected and boiled 
in a rather primitive manner in large 
kettles, and when ii has reached the 
proper consistency it is kneaded and 
the surplus moisture expressed, 
it is 
then moulded in larg» * loaves and is 
ready for shipment'. 
XX'hen it rea« *hes 
the factories in the United States it is 
mixed 
and 
boiled 
in 
large copper 
kettl**s 
to 
a 
required can-dsteny 
flavoring extracts 
such 
as 
vanilla, 
peppermint, or winterureen are added 
with the required amount of sugar. 
It 
is then whipped into a dough and re­ 
moved to tables and kneaded in pow­ 
dered sugar, rolled into sheets, 
cut) 
to desired sizes, wrapped by machine* 
in attractive paper, pa* ked into fancy 
boxes, and is then the chewing gum 
of commerce. 
It is estimated that 
30O.nikt.0yiJ packages of gum are sold 
annually in th» * United States, each 
containing on an average 5 pieces 
These placed end to end would extend 
a distance of 71.025 miles, or nearly 
2li> times around the world. 
If in 
their elastic state they were stretched 
into a thread one-sixteenth of an inch 
in diameter, this thread of gum would 
extend a distanc e of 497,875 miles, or 
from the Earth to the moon, w rap 
three times around that satellite, and 
back to Mother Ea th again. If tbs 
physical energy used in chewing this 
amount of gum could be reduced to 
foot-pounds and mechanically applied 
it would furnish a power beside which 
that of Niagara Falls would dwindle 
into insignificance.
